Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 8-9, 13-14, 17-19, and 23-28 are allowed. 
Reasons For Allowance 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: The prior art taken alone or in combination neither discloses nor 
makes obvious the instant process of claims as a whole. Specifically, the prior art 
of record, Ritter et al. (U.S. Patent 5, 316, 699) discloses a composite conq)rising: 
a layer of a dielectric material having a thickness, as a matrix of the coixqjosite 
(col. 1, lines 29-43), wherein the matrix is selected from the group consisting of 
silica (Abstract); and a non-pherical superparamagnetic nano-particles having a 
maximum dimension in a range from 50 Angstroms (5 nm) (col. 3, hnes 56-59) 
and dispersed throughout the matrix (Abstract), wherein larger iron particles are 
found with concomitantly larger matrix pore size but fails to teach or suggest the 
Applicant's steps of wherein the matrix is selected from the group consisting of 
hydrosilsesquioxane, polyimide, polymethyl methacrylate, and methyl 
silsesquioxane; and superparamagnetic nano-particles having a maximum 
dimension of 5.8 nm and dispersed throughout the matrix, wherein the 
superparamagnetic nano-particles are selected from the group consisting of 
chromium oxide, europium oxide, NiZn-ferrite, MnZn-ferrite, and yttrium-iron 
gamet as recited in the currently amended independent claims.
